OAKLAND RIOTERS. 
WEST.OAKLAND, July 12.—The strikers

About 4 o’clock this morning a crowd. 
‘fumbering 250 gathered at the entrance 
to Oakland Mole and, detaching a coach 
from a rrain, jammed it back against a 
fiatcar..blockading Seventh street tracks 
and wrecking cars. Other coaches of 
the train were also derailed and the engine 
was dumped off the rails, making a block- 
ade at both ends of the train.

Every- 
thing is now quiet on Oakland Mole. 
On the narrow gauge a train was made 
up this morning and sent out, its supposed 
destimation being Santa Cruz. Three 
coaches made up the train with no Pull- 
mans.

SACRAMENTO, July 12.—The fact that 
the Southern Pacific Company has offered 
a reward of $5000 for information leading 
ito.the arrest and conviction of one or 
more of the criminals who caused yester- 
day’s disaster, has caused great uneasi- 
ness among the strikers. Harry Knox, 
the leader of the strikers, cannot be found, 
it is said. 

LATER.—The bodies of Privates Clark 
and Luberden, who were killed by the 
ditching of the train at the two-mile trestle 
yesterday afternoon, were recovered to- 
night. Luberden’s body was found under 
the tender and was considerably muti- 
lated. The remains of Clark were found 
in the mud under the trestle. His left 

was broken, and his body cut and 
bruised. The body of Engineer Clarke has 
not yet been recovered. 

REWARDS FROM WASHINGTON. 

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The Attorney- 
General has offered a reward of 800 each 
or $2000 in all for testimony which will 
‘ead to the arrest and conviction of the 
person or persons concerned in the wreck 
at Sacramento. 

FOUR MORE ARRESTS

LATER :—Notwithstanding the assertion 
of the railroad officials that the train with 
troops aboard which left_here this morning 
was bound for the American River bridge, 
it is claimed that its destination is really 
Redding Some time this forenoon Division 
Superintendent Wright was informed that 
the strikers, thinking that an attempt 
would be made to start a train for the 
North had determined to ditch the train. 
It is stated that Wright confided this in- 
formation to Col. Graham and the latter 
immediately ordered fifty soldiers to the 
scene. 

General Superintendent Fillmore decided 
this afternoon to make no furthr attempt 
to move any trains uhtil the trestle where 
the derailment occurred yesterday is re- 
paired. This will take several days yet.

* Graphic Account of the Terrible Bridge 
Affair.

SACRAMENTO, July 12.—The first train 
containing Pullmans in two weeks left 
the depot for San Francisco under 
a heavy guard of United States 
troops. A loosened rail and some 
criminally | weakened timbers, the 
work of worse than murderers, sent it 
crashing over the side of a trestle into a 
slough. The tender and two mail cars fol- 
lowed the ill-fated locomotive in its wild 
plunge, while a third car hung partly over 
the twisted and shattered bridge. The 
engine that hauled the first train out lies 
on its beck in a slough by the side of the 
broken bridge, with three of the cars that 
made up the train. Under the wreck, in 
the ooze and slime of the stagnant water, 
lie the bodies of the engineer who held 
the throttle, and three of the soldiers 
who were guarding him. te 

Immediateity after the accident Lieut. 
Edwards made a hurried count of his men 
and found that three were missing: One 
of these, Private Clark, they knew to have 
been drowned. The awful truth then 
dawned that two men were buried be- 
neath the tons of wreckage, | along with 
unfortunate Sam Clarke, the “engineer. 

Four men were injured and one of them, 
Wesley Dugan, also a private in Battery 
L, Fifth United States Artillery, suffered 
terribly till death relieved him. He was 
on the tender of the engine, and was 
thrown to the shore of the slough. One of

The strikers feel that the death of En-

Getting Out Trains 


rue Work of 
Begins. 


Soldiers from Los Angeles at Colton—San 
Diego Trains Running—Five Hun- 
dred Regulars Bound to 


California.

“SAN FRANCISCO, July 12.—Since yes- 
terday’s horrid work at the trestle, west 
of Sacramento, the strike situation in Cal- 
ifornia has been less alarming. In Oak- 
land there has been rioting of a more or 
less serious nature since early this morn- 
ing. The trouble began at daybreak, when 
a mob of several hundred strikers rushed 
into the yards on the mole. They. killed 
all the engines that had been fired up, 
and, in order to further block the tracks, 
derailed one locomotive and a long line 
of coaches. 
Later in the morning another crowd 
of strikers ran to the yards and wrecked 
@ turntable, by shoving a heavy freight 
gar into the pit. Damage was also done 
at the roundhouse. The railroad pany’s 
deputy sheriffs and deputy Uni States 
offered very little resistance to 
the riotous strikers.

CHICAGO, July 12.—The strike situa- 
tion throughout the country today was in 
general one of quietness. The central 
point of interest has been the meeting of 
the labor leaders with President Gompers 
of the Federation of Labor at the head- 
quarters in this city. It is admitted that 
the action of that body, if taken unani- 
mously, will have a marked effect on the 
situation, and persons well-informed as to 
the predilections of the persons composing 
it, express the opinion that unanimous ac- 
tion by it, except in the reaction of quiet- 
ing the present agitation or turning it into 
other channels, is unlikely.

He counseled moderation, and, 
while avowing the most profound sympathy 
for the Pullman employees, as well as the 
A.R.U., he hoped for a wise and peaceful 
solution of the difficulties, a solution which 
would restore business activity and protect 
the rights of organized labor. . 

11 o' clock, immediately after his in- 
terview with the Associated Press repre- 
sentative, Debs retired. to his hotel, leav- 
ing the meeting stil in session. The 
conference lasted until 12:30 a. m., and was 
marked by several heated arguments, the 
hot-heads being in favor of a strike at 
once, while the more conservative coun-. 
seled moderation. No decision was reached 
and 5 meeting adjourned until tomorrow 
morning. 


At the close of the . session 
Gompers was asked if the Federation of 
Labor would be willing that the present 
strike should be called off, relying on the 
moral force of the government to effect 
arbitration. 

Gompers said: “To call off the strike 
would be for one of the parties, that one, 
of course, the workingman, to surrender, 
and, after peace was restored, there would 
be nothing to arbitrate.”

NEW YORK, July 12.—A dispatch to a 
morning paper says: The day the Pres- 
ident’s signature is affixed to the Utah Ad- 
mission Bill will see the launching of the 
greatest railroad enterprise for years. A 
transcontinental scheme has been matured 
and has only been held back until Utah 
can be dealt with as a State. Behind 
the plan of development is the wealth 
and influence df the Mormon church. 
With the quickness characteristic of the 
Mormon: leaders, the surveys have been 
made, the estimates compiled and the re- 
sources of the country fully investigated. 
The work is in such an advanced stage 
that the blue prints of the engineers are 
now here and are ready for use for con- 
struction, purposes. 

The road surveyed and to be built ex- 
tends from Salt Lake City southerly and 
then westerly to a Pacific conneetion in 
Los Angeles county. If the connection 
cannot be made with the Santa Fe in 
Southern California, then this Utah road 
will be built through to the coast. But 
the probabilities are that a traffic arrange- 
ment will be made with the Santa Fe 
from The Needles through to the coast. 
The projectors of the new road have al- 
ready sounded President Rheinhart of the 
Santa Fe, and are about to have a formal 
meeting with him immediately after the 
Statehood bill is signed, 

By reference to the map, a branch of 
the Union Pacific will be-seen running 
southwesterly from Salt Lake towards the 
coast country, but stopping short in the 
midst of the Sierras. The Mormons have 
done better. They have laid out a route 
which is a marvel to the engineers who 
have seen the profiles. They parallel the 
ridges instead of crossing them. They 
have tangents sixty and seventy miles jong, 
demonstrating that what appears to be the 
longest round is really the shortest way 
to the coast.

A Carnegie Plate — by a Wheeler Pro-

WASHINGTON, July 12.—The ordinance 
experts and steel-makers who were en- 
couraged by recent tests to suppose they 
had acquired the secret of making armor- 
plate of uniform shot-resisting quality, 
had that belief shattered today when the 
twelve-inch navy rifles sent a shot spin- 
ning through a seventeen-inch Harveyized 
Carnegie plate, through the heavy oak 
backing and the earthwork and hundreds 
of vards away into the woods. 

This happened at the Indian Head, prov- 
‘ing ground in the presence of Chief Samp- 
son of the Ordnance Bureau and some of 
the officers of the Carnegie Company. The 
plate was put up for a premium test, but 
failed to pass the test. The first shot 
showed its weakness, when a Carpenter 
projectile, at the low velocity of 1410 feet 
per second, sent its point 18% inches into 
the seventeen-inch plank. Then a Wheeler 
projectile was fired at a velocity of 1858 
feet per second. This was the shot that 
penetrated the plate, the shot itself re- 
covered in a condition similar to the first 
shot. 

The ordnance officers were puzzled at the 
failure of the plate, particularly in view 
of the highly satisfactory performance of 
a similar. plate a few weeks ago. The 
metal appeared to be of excellent quality, 
and there were no cracks that extended 
more than a few inches from the hole. 
The plate represented ag roup of 700 tons 
of armor destined for the Oregon barbettes, 
but fortunately the remainder are not 80 
far advanced toward completion as to pre- 
clude a change of treatment.

THE TWO o CHICAGOES. 


Los Angeles has 4 been called the Chicago 
of the Southwest. In some respects the 
title is an appropriate one. Like its big 
namesake, Los Angeles is an enterprising, 
go-ahead city—undoubtedly the most en- 
terprising, city in the State. Like Chi 
cago, Los Angeles has had a marvelously 
rapid growth. But here the comparison 
ends. Chicago is a city which, more than 
any other city in the United States, con- 
tairis an immense proportion of ignorant, 
debased and lawless people, mostly foreign- 
ers, many thousands of whom are 
unable to speak the Ungliah language, 
much less to comprehend the spirit of our 
popular form of government. Chicago, 
more than any other American city, illus- 
trates within portions of its territory the 
dark side of lite in the great cities of 
Purope, where poverty, filth. and S 
reign supreme. | 

The conditions which have prevailed in | 
Chicago and in Los Angeles during the 
present strike bring out vividly the dif- 
ference in the character of the population 
of the two cities. The lawless and igno- 
rant class of people who compose so large a 
proportion of the population of Chicago 
have everything to gain and nothing to 
lose by turmoil and riot. Not one out of 
a thousand owns any property beyond the 
few sticks which furnish his room or 
rooms. How different it is in Los Ange- 
les. Hete a large proportion of the wage- 
earners own a little home of their own 
or @ plot of land upon which they intend 
to build a home, at some future day. 
Whenever a man has anything he at once 
becomes more or less conservative. He 
has something at stake and is naturally 
a friend of law and order. Thus it is that 
we have witnessed no scenes of violence 
and riot such as have disgraced 
and many other: centers of popula- 
tion, and Rave even been seen. in Sacra- 
mento. and Oakland. ‘The same remarks 
apply to the whole section south of the 
Tehachepi. There has been no organized 
violence in any part of Southern Califor- 
nia. It ig true that the presence of the 
United States troops has undoubtedly had 
a repressing effect upon some unruly spir- 
its, who might have induced their com- 
rudes to commit iawless acts, but we be-

run LOSS OF THE PRUIT-GROWERS 

Among thé Set sufterers by the present 
unreasonable strike are the fruit-growers 
of California, many of whom will be abso- 
lutely ruined if the stoppage of transporta- 
tion continues a short time longer, Every 
day the strike continues means a dead loss 
to horticulturists of tens of thousands of 
dollars. Throughout the central part of 
the State early peaches are rotting on the 
trees, and the losé from that source alone 
will run into thousands of dollars, One- 
half of the Bartlett pear crop is now ripe 
enough for shipment, and in a few days it 
will not bear transportation. The can 
neries up there aré unable to work up 
more than a small portion of the fruit that 
is offered them, and, of course, can dictate 
their own price. A dispatch from Sacra- 
mento states that the loss to fruit men in 
that section alone will run into hundreds 
of thousands of dollars. ! 

The loss to the growers of Placer county 
up to the present is fully $100,000, and the 
estimated loss for sach day from now on 
is from twelve to twenty, carloads, or from 
$5000 to $10,000. Many of the growers in 


the early fruit belt of Solano county vm 
de n ruined. Quite a number have 
nearly the fruit they raised this year 


in the blockade, and there is no prospect 
of realizing a cent. The loss to Vacaville 
township is now estimated at $75,000, and 
should the strike continue two weeks more 
that amount will be quadrupled. 

In Fresno county, from this time on, the 
loss to the grape-growers will amount to 
thousands of dollars. Last year 10,000 tons 
of green fruit went out of Fresno county, 


This year the shipment ought to be 
greater, and it must all be lost unless the 
blockade is raised, Fruit in boxes is rot- 
ting in warehouses, and more is rotting in 
orchards. Perhaps the loss to date is $50,- 
000. Fruit-growers are despearate at the 
prospect: of ruin. ‘Their fruit was their 
only hope, and now, when they see that 
going to waste, they are ready to rise in 
insurrection. They are long-suffering, but 
the hour has about come when their: vajce 
will be heard. .

Which Side Wilt Win? 
SAN BERNARDINO, July 11.—(To the 


Editor of The Times.) These men who are 


placed in the position of presidents of rail- 
roads, orders or labor unſons are given 
absolute sway over thousands of men, who 
pledge themselves to carry out, or sub- 
mit to any proposition forwarded to them 
from the supreme head, and having this 
control over such a large number of men, 
they become a menace to law and order, 
inasmuch as by a single sentence they 
can cripple the commerce of our country, 
delay the dfstribution of the mail, and 
crush the farmer or producer, whose prod- 
ucts go to feed the nation. In some Cases 
just men have figured for a moment at 
the head of these unions, but justice was. 
not a part, it seems, of these unions—- 
for, while the orders were just, there 
were always some malcontents who, in 
ignorance and wrath, lent themselves to 
rioting and crime, which naturally re- 
coiled on the heads of these organizations, 
causing them to lose caste with the more 
peaceful and law-abiding citizens. But 
now a time has come when this despotic 
power at the head of these organizations 
e er that every man in its ranks shal) 
use to work, and not only in their own 
ranks, but demands that other labor or- 
ganizations shall refuse to work, for the 
reason that they should be in sympathy 
with this movement, which this despotic 
ruler has ordered because the wages of 
a handful of men were reduced. When, by 
the obeying of such orders, men are thrown 
out of employment, property is destroyed, 
the mail interfered with, commerce crip- 
pled and the products of the field ruined, 
because of an inability for transportation, 
then the atrociousness of the mandate pre- 
sents itself, and can you ask which side 
will win? Some think, no doubt, it is 
merely a question between the strikers and 
the corporations, but not so. It is a ques- 
tion between capital and labor on one 
side, and good government on the other. 
én a citizen breaks a law he is sub- 
ject to the laws of the State or of the 
United States, as the case may be; then 
why should not a labor union or corpora- 
tion be subject to the same laws? It is 
a question for the government to settle 
once, now, and for all time. Let the gov- 
ernment act at once; the law has been 
broken; men and corporations are both 
liable for damages. They. should be ar- 
raigned and compelled to submit to the 
laws. The government officials say it is 
not a question for the government to set- 
tle; they say it, yes, but they know in their 
hearts to the contrary, and we shall see 
strikes and boycotts and riots so long a 
the government fails to take a hand in it, 
and settle the question for all time. If 
thé strrkers Wish to carry their peint they 
should legislate. Their troubles can only 
be settled by legislation, and not by force, 
when they use force they are breaking the 
law, and as law-breakers they should be 
handled according to law.

of the present day. Hence manufacturers do not expect much 
result from silk raising in America, because they think'the silk 
tan't be well reeled at a satisfactory price.
